Blue Book Shows Remark- 


able Facts in Labor 


Affairs. 


[By Telegraph to The Age.] 


London, Sept. 17.—The British blue 


book issued in connection with the 
tariff discussion in the ministry deals 
•with the tariffs of all nations, and par- 
ticularly compares conditions in the 
United Kingdom and America. 


• In a table, set forth in the book, 
showing the ad valorem, equivalent to 
import duties, levied by foreign coun- 
tries on the principal articles of Brit- 
ish exports, Russia comes first with 
131 per cent, the United States next 
•with 73 per cent, and Austria follows 
with 35 per cent. Though Germany 
conies sixth, it is pointed out that her 
existing tariff is so effective as to be 
more highly protective against Great 
Britain than the percentage shows. 
The tables show that the United King- 
dom is most dependent on imported 
•wheat, the United States being wholly 
Independent. 


Dealing with the iron and steel 


trade, the board reports that employ- 
ment has fallen off in the United 
Kingdom since the introduction of the 
American tariffs, but that very few 
•works have actually been closed. The 
board points out that imports from 
the United States have 
decreased 


since 1900. 


Question of Wages. 


The question of wages and the cost 


of living, especially the price of food, 
which has figured so largely in the 
recent Chamberlain agitation, takes 
up pages and is summed up as fol- 
lows: "The average level-of wages in 
the United States is one and one-hair 
times greater than in the United King- 
dom, while in Germany wages are 
only two-thirds and in France three- 
fourths of the average prevailing in 
the United Kingdom." The percent- 
age of family incomes, taking New 
York as the capital of the United 
States, is estimated (on the basis ol 
100 per cent for the United Kingdom) 
for the United States 123 per cent, for 
France 83 per cent and for Germany 
69 per cent. 


The mean weekly rate of wages In 


skilled trades in the United States is 
estimated at 179 per cent, and in the 
United 
Kingdom at 100 per cent.

York, Sept. 17. —President 


Roosevelt personally investigated the 
condition of the immigrants on Ellis 
island and two women, a German and 
Russian, were 
rcciwients of favors 


from the nation's chief executive. 


The president was met by Com- 


missioner of Imlgration William Wil- 
liams and conducted to his office-in 
the main building, where the president 
greeted those whom he had invited to 
be present. 
Nearly four hours were 


consumed by the president in his In- 
spection of all departments of the im- 
migration, station. 
The president, 


acting on his own desire, went directly 
among the Immigrants, with a view 
of ascertaining personally how they 
were treated. The president's interest 
was attracted by a comely German 
woman, Adele Walter, from Lcuten- 
uorf, who bore in a wicker basket a 
tiny 
seven-months-old 
baby. After 


chatting a moment with her the presi- 
dent slipped a $5 bill Into the hand of 
Jacob Rils to be given to the woman 
for her child. She nearly fainted on 
learning that the gift was from th« 
president of the United States. 


Appealed to Pre»ident 
,, 


As 
the 
president 
was passing 


through the room in which the women 
who had been excluded were detained 
temporarily, an elderly woman, learn- 
ing In some way that the president 
was in the room, rushed toward him. 
She wag restrained, and as the presi- 
dent passed Into another department 
cried out pitifully. 
The president In- 


quired about the case and learned that 
the woman had been detained at the 
prison since July 30. On that date 
she, with her husband and four chil- 
dren, arrived on the steamer Barba- 
rossa from Russia. The husband and 
one child had come over as second 
cabin passengers, probably because 
they knew they were afflicted with a 
disease which would bar their admis- 
sion to this country from the steerage, 
while the woman and the other three 
children were steerage passengers. 
The husband and one child escaped 
from the ship. 


President Roosevelt asked that the 


woman be brought to the commission- 
er's office, where he could personally 
investigate the case. After the facts 
had been developed the president an- 
nounced that there could be no possi- 
ble reason for detaining the woman 
longer, as It was evident that she and 
her children were financially able to 
care f^r themselves.
